WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Again 
the hearing room was filled to 
eoverfiowing with spectators, in 
large part from official and social 
Washington, when today'’a session 
of the ojll reserve § investigation 
opened.

Oanceled Checks in Evidence.

You can see that with my 
family connected with the Govern- 
ment and in the Navy Department, 
I was anxious about it all the way 
throdgh. As to Mr. Wahlberg, I 
either met him or he called me up 
and I don’t remember which, sir, 
and said he would like to see me. I 
went up there and we had a long 
and rather rambling conversation, 
lasting, I should say, until around 
6 o'clock. I asked him why Mr. 
Sinclair had left, why he thought

Senator Smoot-—Did Wahlberg 
make any complaint to you about 
Sinclair not increasing his salary?

Senator Smoot-—-You are not 
gure that he said these canceled 
checks were checks sent to the 
foreman or the manager of the 
Fall ranch? 


“Couldn't Be Mistaken.” 


Roosevelt—That ig absolutely 
what I understood, sir. 

Senator Smoot—You do not 
think you could be mistaken about 
that? 

Roosevelt—I donot see how I 
could. 

Senator —Smooot—He did not 
mention the farm of Mr. Sinclair, 
the Sinclair ranch, did he? 

Roosevelt—No, sir. I do not 
think he mentioned that. 

Archie said he was sure there 
was no mention of the foreman of 
the Sinclair ranch. He also re- 
called they were standing looking 
out of a window. Then he told of 
his telephone conversations, one 
while he was In New York, the 
other after he had come to Wash- 
ington, both with Wahlberg in 
which Wahlberg disputed the ac- 
curacy of the $68,000 matter. He 
saw Wahlberg a third time, riding 
from Baltimore to Washington in 
a Pullman, and again the point 
was disputed. Archie said he was 
going to relate to the committee 
what he thought he heard. Wahl- 
berg was puzzled. They exchanged 
observations that they were 
“scared” and that was all there 
was between them, Archie.  ex- 
plained. 

Senator Walsh went’ over much 
the same ground with the witness. 
Archie said his first knowledge of 
the Teapot lease was what he saw 
in the press. He was somewhat 
vague about his functions in the 
Sinclair interests, many questions 
being aimed at him with the evi- 
dent intention to make it appear 
that his name was his chief asset. 
He said he was perfunctorily made 
a director. “You know those hold- 
ing companies,” he remarked with 
& wave of the hand. He went to 
Pan-America to “see what those 
South American republics were do- 
ing about oil.” He knew about 
leases, only about “those foreign 
things.” What he knew about Tea- 
pot Dome, originally, he got from 
a pamphiet which the _ Sinclair 
Company put out, he said. He de- 
nied having bought any stock. He 
gathered from the pamphlet that 
the Teapot lease was advantageous 
to the Government, he added. 

“How did you come to be em- 
ployed by Sinclair?” asked Senator 
Walsh. 

“TI had been working for a carpet 
company,” Roosevelt said. “Then 
the war came, and I came back and 
asked my brother where I could 
get a job. He suggested several 
banks, but I was feeling rather 
sick and wanted something that 
would take me around the world. 

“My brother said he had worked 
for an oll company and he would 
ask a chap for a job for me. He 
gave me a letter to Mr. Sinclair, 
and he gave me a job.” 

Wife “Always Suspects Mea” 

Roosevelt denied that during his 
conversation with Wahlberg on the 
train from Baltimore he had 
sought to persuade Wahlberg to 
testify according to his recollec- 
tion of the canceled checks. He 
said that he had told Wahlberg 
that if there was anything wrong 
in the testimony the committee 
would find it out. 

“I think 2 used the word \sus- 
picion,’"’ Roosevelt explained. 

Wahlberg told him he said that 
he could not agree with him about 
the canceled checks. — 

“You or your wife said that you 
would have to testify that he did 
say it,” asked Stanford. “Yes, sir.” 

“And that if you said it the pub- 
lic would believe you and not 
him?" No, sir, my wife said some- 
thing about you would not believe 
me.” 

“Then your wife had some sus- 
picion about yout” “She always 


suspects me.” 
“I trust the suspicion is not jus-

Sinclair’s Action Not Unusual. 

He conceded that Sinclair’s hav- 
ing his name kept off the Paris 
passenger list was not unusual. It 
had been done before “because we 
didn’t want the foreign companies 
to know we were trying to get all 
the Russian oil,” he said. 

Repeatedly he said he had un- 
derstood Wahlberg to say the $68,- 
000 in canceled checks was money 
given to Fall’s “ranch foreman.” 


The point was important since, 
when Wahlberg took the stand, as 
the next witness, he immediately 
made his revised statement that 
the conversation had been about 
Sinclair’s “farm manager.’ Wahl- 
berg said he and Archie were sit- 
ting at a desk, not standing by a 
window. 


Expiaining how his worry had 
kept him up all night, and the in- 
ability to recall details when he 
first testified, Wahlberg related 
that he had since concluded the 
mix-up was all over the $68,000 
payment to the farm and not to 
the ranch manager. 

Declaring he had resigned from 
the Sinclair firm since last Mon- 
day, he admitted he would consid- 
er telling “a lie” if necessary to 
conform to his notion of loyalty to 
his employer. t 
Senator Dill asked if there 
wasn't possible confusion over the 
$86,000 in checks put into the rec- 
ord a few minutes before, which 
represented money drawn by. Zeve- 
ly. But Wahlberg said he had re- 
freshed his recollection and was 
now firm in the belief the pay- 
ments to the Sinclair trainer and 
farm manager were the ones in- 
volved. 

Archie had confused references 
to the “horse farm manager” with 
Fall's “farm manager,” he had de- 
cided. - 

Canceled Checks Offered. 

At this juncture two canceled 
cheéks to the Sinclair manager, 8S. 
C. Hildreth, were produced and put 
in evidence by Sinclair’s attorney, 
Stanford. One check was for $25,- 
000, the other for $43,244.27... The 
first was for a year’s salary; the 
other was 10 per cent percentage 
on horse-race winnings of the Sin- 
clair stables. Both checks were 
dated Jan. 14, 1924. Wahlberg in- 
sisted they were mailed from his 
office on Wednesday. Hildreth 
was called to the stand long enough 
to say he received them on the 
following Monday. It was not ex- 
plained why there was this delay 
in what is ordinarily a. one-day’s 
trip for mail. Hildreth also pro- 
duced a letter accompanying them 
which bore out Wahlberg's testi- 
mony. 


Wahlberg, under questioning by 
several Senators, related that men- 
tion of the payments to the Sin- 
clair manager was incidental to a 
reference to salary while he and 
Archie were talking. Wahlberg 
said he spoke of the contrast be- 
tween office salaries and what Hil- 
dreth made, as evidenced by these 
checks. He‘assumed that this was 
what Archie had misunderstood. 
He also said they conversed 
about Wahlbere’s regrets at being 
unable to get Sinclair good accom- 
modations on the Paris, Wahlberg 
saying that he feared he would be 
blamed by Sinclair. Then he quot- 
ed Archie as commenting: “Why 
don’t you tell him to go to hell? 
He’s only an upstart anyhow. What 
does he expect?” 

Senator Walsh wanted to know 
whether Wahlberg had decided his 
first version about the “six or 
eight” cows could not be swallowed 
by the House. Wahlberg insisted 
that this seemed to him the likely 
cause of confusion until he subse- 
quently remembered about the 
checks to Hildreth. 

Senator Walsh emphasized that 
Archie had recalled the conversa- 
tion was about “canceled checks,” 
while those to Wahlberg had .not 
been canceled at that time. Wahl- 
berg could not clear up that point. 

The Montana Senator also point- 
ed to Archie’s saying the talk was 
about a “ranch foreman” and not 
a “farm manager,” and further got 
the witness to concede that Flil- 
dreth was nationally known as the 
“Sinclair trainer’ rather than a 
manager. 

Once more he insisted to the) 
committee that he was now sure 
about this $68,000 being the cause 
of all the perplexity. The commit- 
tee adjourned to Tuesday at 10 
a m.

SAYS REACTIONARIES 
ARE IN CONTROL 


Declares Coolidge Has Been 
President Six Months, but 
Has Done Nothing and 
Will Not Act. 


Ry the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Chair- 
man Cordell Hull of the Democra- 
tic National Committee issued a 
statement tonight declaring the oil 
reserve disclosures are another 
evidence that the Government is 
dominated by “a crowd of ruthless 
reactionaries.” 

“The multiplication of scandals 
under the Republican national ad- 
ministration, which came _ into 
power on March 4, 1921,” he said, 
“with the Teapot Dome naval oil 
scandal standing out as the great- 
est political scandal of this or any 
other generation, has created an 
additional political issue for the 
1924 campaign, which, without les- 
sening the importance of many 
other sharply drawn vital issues, is 
of paramount importance to every 
voter and to every citizen regard- 
less of. political affiliations. The 
issue bluntly stated is: 

“Shall the United States have 
corrupt Government or clean Gov- 
ernment? 


“Dominated by Reactionaries.” 


“When this administration came 
into power on March 4, 1921, it 
was dominated by the most reac- 
tional element ever known in the 
history of a political party, which 
was in league with the most sel- 
fish and  predacious financial 
and industrial special interest 
ever grouped together for public 
plunder and national exploitation. 
The Republican reactionary lead- 
ers construed the huge majority of 
1920 as a license to use the Gov- 
ernment for their own selfish and 
party ends. The predatory  spe- 
cial interests, which own and fi- 
nancially support the reactionary 
element in the Republican party, 
levied tribute upon the masses of 
the people as did the bandit Tarif 
and his followers in Spain in the 
eighth century and have looted the 
Government of property and re- 
sources. 

“Administration officials have 
even turned over to private inter- 
ests the oil reserves upon which 
our oil-burning navy and mer- 
chant marine would have to rely 
In time of war. They have im- 
measurably weakened, if not vital- 
ly weakened, their own nation’s 
ability to defend itself against for- 
eign aggression.

Others foltowed in quick 
succession, including the bureau of 
engraving scandal, the Goldstein 
scandal, the ship subsidy and ship 
sales scandal, the Veterans’ Bureau 
scandal, the sugar profiteering 
scandal, the naval oil reserve scan- 
dal, (including Teapot Dome), the 
reclamation service scandal, the 
income tax bureau scandal, the 
packers and stockyards’ scandal, 
the Tolbert scandal, the Slemp 
scandal, and a long list of others 
less known, with one now brewing 
in. the tariff commission, where 
three commissioners are or ought 
to be disqualified from acting by 
reason of present or past aeffilia- 
tion with interests affected by 
their decision. There is scarcely 
a department of the Government 
under this administration that is 
not discredited by its record, an4 
many bureaus not already  scan- 
dalized are under suspicion. 

“Since this crowd of reaction- 
aries have been in control of the 
Government, Federal officials at 
Washington have been so sub- 
servient to them that Senator Car- 
away declared so long as Attorney- 
General Daugherty sits at the helm 
of the Department of Justice, they 
may sell the White House and be 
immune from any prosecution in 
the Federal courts. None of the 
multiplicity of scandals has been 
exposed by reactionary Republi- 
cans. Not a detail of the infamous 
Teapot Dome scandal would ever 
have beén known except for the 
expose made by Democrats, in the 
face of reactionary Republican ob- 
struction, culminating fn the start)- 
ing and shamefu! recent revelations 
developed through the persistent 
efforts of the great Democratic 
Senator from Montana, Mr. Walsh.

GEMS IN FRUIT JAR 


Indicted Dealer Leads New 
York Detectives to Cache 
in Denver. .

NEW YORK, Jan. 26.— Police In- 
spector John D, Coughlin stated to- 
night that $86,200 of the $306,000 
worth ef jewels stolen from Mrs. 
Cc. P. Hugo Schoellkopf of Buffalo, 
in the early morning hours of Jan. 
1. 1923. were found in Denver this 
week in a sealed fruit jar. 

Detective Martin S. Owens of In- 
spector Coughlin’s staff. was led to 
the cache in Denver by John W. 
Mahan. former Broadway gem deal- 
er, who is under $10,000 bail on an 
indictment for criminally receiving 
the stolen jewels. Mahan’s confes- 
sion Inspector Coughlin stated, 
cleared all the details of the rob- 
bery. 

Mahin stated in his confession 
that he paid Eugene Morgan and 
Albert Hurwitch, both of whom are 
in Tombs Prison awaiting sentence 
for participation in the crime, $37,- 
000 for the entire loot. 

The stolen jewels were insured 
for $288,000, their value is believed 
to have increased beyond the esti- 
mate of $300,000 given by Mra, 
Schoellkopf after the robbery. 

The detective bureau made a 
mystery of the place in Denver 
where the jewels were found, the 
trip having been made without the 
knowledge of the Denver police. E. 
J. Harris, secretary to lHiugo 
Schoellkopf of Buffalo. accompa- 
nied Owens and Mahan on the jour- 
ney, it was said, and identified the 
jewelry. 

When the party left New York, 
neither Harris nor Owens knew 
where Mahan was taking them. 

“We will have to travel north, 
then west and then south.” Mahan 
was quoted as saying before the 
trip began. “It is a two and a half 
days journey, but I will get the 
jewels if you don't press agent the 
fact in advance. If the story comes ‘ 
out in the press, the fellow who has 
the jewelry probably will dispose 
of it.” 

When the party arrived in Den- 
ver, a taxicab whisked them to @ 
certain address which Mahan whis- 
pered to the chauffeur. The jewels 
were found where he had sald. One 
of the pieces in the jar was a pearl, 
the largest of the etring stolen from 
Mrs. Schoellkopf, and was said to 
be valued at $41.000.

Owens there were no other gems of 
the Schoellkopf collection in Den- 
ver, the detective said he did not 
even take the time to drop inte 
Denver police headquarters.

‘Never Take It for 2 Pitch and Run or a Chip Shot, He Ad- 


vises ——, The Proper Stance and How to Put Cat 
on the Ball 4 


By Gene Sarazen, 
American Professional Chanrpice. 
There are several uses for a mashie-niblick although most players 


use this club for one shot only—the pitch to the green. 
many good golfers use poor judgment in the use of this club and these 


mistakes I will discuss later. 

First I shall discuss the correct 
use of the mashie-niblick and the 
mechanics of the stroke. Im ad- 
dressing the ball make sure ‘9 
stand well over it with the right 
foot advanced nearer the sphere. 


‘Grip the club firmly with doth 


hands. On the back-swing take 
the club back im a rather straight 
line and not around the body. 

If you wish to ebdtain a high 
pitch, even when you are close to 
the green. take a rather ‘ong bDack- 
swing. but do not ever-swing,. and 
in following through bring the 
hands up quickly. Remerber the 
club-head does most of the work 
en a shot like this and you need 
not flinch from the shot or chop it. 
Te do so means a low ball or a 
missed shot. 

Don't Force the Shot. 

In the back-swing the hands 
should not be raised much higher 
than the waist for a ful! shot and 


on a shorter pitch the backswing 
should be materially cut down. Re- | 


member tt ia the punch you get in- 


te the shot at the impact ef the | 


ball and cilub-head that gives you 
distance and not the length of the 
back-swing. 

A great many gocd golfers that 
I know make the mistake of forc- 
ing a mashie-niblick’shot. Conge-

which is laid back as much as the 
mashie-nibliick. If you have a 
shot that is much over 190 yards 
avoid the mashie-niblick.

HILE our own reformers tend to

“It would be nice to belleve that all of 
us can avail themselves of what the Ger- 
mans find out about it. They will, of course, 
find out that the jury, save in exceptional 
instances, igs an obstacle to justice. It is 
more than that. It is an imposition upon 
both society and the law—for subjecting the ° 
first to useless jury service and the second 
to the passions and ignorance of men. 

“There is another reform in Turkey. 
Turkey is tired of the society wedding. We 
are all tired of it, but Turkey has abolished 
it. Hereafter no wedding over there can 
exhibit more than three carriages or engage 
anything beyond the music within reach of 
poor people. There are to be no wedding 
presents. The groom is not to give each of 
the bridesmaids some fool little thing hav- 
ing no other value than that it cost money. 
Turkey believes that if her young people 
marry for love rather than for show they 
will stay married longer. 

“One provision of her new marriage law 
is particularly wise. It requires the bride

The visitors said never a word to their pris- 
ener or to the horrified spectators.

half expected to find; there was nobody in 
sight, in fact, and that made the suspense 
even more wracking.

They entered what seemed to be a phy- 
sician’s office and began stripping coat and 
shirt from the negro’s back. His questions 
were met with the same mysterious silence 
that had inspired such terror in the jail. 

What were they going to do with him? he 
wailed again. By this time he had been 
stripped to the waist and there was a more 
cefinite answer. It was a twinge of pain as 
the need'e of a hypodermic syringe entered the 
fiesh of his right arm. It was followed by 
another in the left and still another in the 
right. The fluid “looked like scorn whisky,” 
he said later. 


In a moment he began to grow “dizzy and 
then “dead eick.”” He reeled and rolled his 
eyes. As he began to lose consciousness the 
doctors placed him ona cot and the éxamina- 
tion began. Vague questions about murder 
were fired at him. How did he kill a certain 
man? What did he do it with? Who helped 
bim? 

As long as consciousness lasted he denied 
he had killed anybody or knew anything about 
a murder. Then he fell into a stupor and 
something else began to talk. What was it? 
Enemies of the drug say it was hypnosis—his 
responses to suggestions which in such a 


state he might make, whether guilty or not. | 


Scientists and advocates of thé use of scopo- 
amin say it was his subconscious mind re- 
peating impressions his acts had made upon 
it, and repeating them while his conscious 
mind was powerless to construct willful an- 
swers. 
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Third Degree Terrifies “Patients” 
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What the prisoner confessed and whom he 
implicated in the crimes while in his trance 
the officers and doctors have refused to di- 
vulge. They are holding their cards for the 
trial. They do assert, however, that the 
cther negroes who were similarly examined in 
turn, told stories so similar as to leave little 
doubt of their truthfulness. Each, they de- 
clare, nanied the same persons, described the 
“ax syndicate’s’’ operations in the same de- 
tail and gave convincing explanations of 
events which bad previously remained puz- 
ziing. 

The prisoners themselves, however. declare 
they made no confessions at all. Kept in soli- 
‘ary confinement in closely guarded cells since 
the examinations, they have had few oppor- 
tunities to talk; but from time to time, have 
given in piecemea! their versions of the new 
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third-degree” inquiry. They remember notb- 
ing of questions asked nor questions answered 
from the time they felt consciousness slip- 
ping until they were droused from their 
stupors. And this fact, the doctors assert, 
makes more indisputable the confessions 
vhich scopolamin induced from them.

That is exactly it, say the doctors. He was 
asleep as far as his consciousness was con- 
cerned and, of course, couldn't remember what 


he said, but his subconscious mind was not 
asleep, and it was enough to make him talk 
freely of his acts when he was put on the right 
track by suggestion. 

Scopolamin, they explain, releases the in- 
bibitions of the mind and allows the subject 
to talk unguardedly of impressions registered 
on his brain when suggestions call up those 
impressions in his memory. Under its influ- 
ence, they declare, a person must tell the 
truth. must tell what is in his memory and 
nothing else, because the drug renders him in- 
capable of thought. He hasn't inventiveness 
enough to lie or to construct false replies to 
questions. 

While the officers and physicians are keep- 
ing strict silence regarding the confessions ob- 
‘ained. they are letting it be known that they 
are highly elated over the results of their ex- 
periments. 

“Scopolamin is the greatest discovery in the 
annals of criminal procedure.” declared 
cheriff Tom Shirley after a recent conference 
vith Solicitor James Davis, at which the sto- 
ries ‘of the negroes were checked.

Then from the 
base camp, 200 miles from the pole, be took 
a few chosen companions and walked to his 
Gestination. Making his survers and col- 
lecting his data, which only required a few 
hours, he turmed around and mushed back to 
his base camp, where he picked up the other 
members of his party and hastened back to 
ris ship. 

The North Pole, which Peary found. and 
the South Pole. which both Amundsen and 
Scott visited, are different greatly in phyiscal! 
qualities. The South Pole, the bottom of the 
world, is land. It was natural that Scott 
should find Amundsen’s records, indicated by 
his flag, on getting anywhere near the bottom. 
But & ts doubtful if ome getting to the North 
Poie a week after Peary bad been there would 
bare found anr trace of him because the 
top of the worid is an open sea and the ice is 
comstantiy drifting. Certainly the drift has 
already carried tbese records hundreds or 
thousands of miles from the scenes where 
they were deposited. This is why Amundsen

Since darlight is continuous 
at this season of the rear. there is no change 
im temperature from night to dar. resulting 
im expansion and contraction cf the helium fm 
the bag. 

“The Shenandoah could be adrift an wndeft- 
nite period in the Arctic region and not lose 
sufficient gas to cause trouble. For a vessel 
that can make a fight of 4000 miles this pro- 
posed trip is the simplest sort ef thine. The 
Shenandoah has flown 5000 miles already and 
made ome continucus trip of 2500 miles in 
the flight to St. Leuis and back. No one ieg 
of the fight to the pole will be as long as 
that.

Though the Count has been much sought 
after in this country because of his handsome 
appearance, his amiability and faultless 
aristocratic manners, it is in Europe that he 
is best known.

Gilbert White, a prominent 
American artist in Paris, was quoted as re- 
porting one occasion when the gay Count. dur- 
ing a wild night at Maxim's. threw a ball 
soaked in goulash at Mrs. White, ruining her 
dress. He then ignored a chalfenge to step 
outside, White declared. 

Women with whom his name hase been 
linked represent} all ranks and classes of so- 
ciety. He was a close companion for a long 
time of Marie Orska. a Berlin actress and wife 
of Baron Bleichroder. Mrs. Smythe Martin 
of New York: Lena Amse), the danseuse. and 
Fern Andra were others with whom he was 
often seen. Liliane de Pougy and La Belle 
Otero, two Paris actress beauties, are said to 
have engaged in a fist and skull encounter 
cnce over his affections. 

In spite of his pugnacious record, however, 
e still has ardent admirers. One of them is 
Mile. Suzanne Poitard, daughter of Alfred 
Poitard, a French publisher, now represent- 
ing a newspaper syndicate here. She de- 
scribes him as “ope of the three most charm- 
ing men in the world.” 

“One of them.” she adds, “is the Prince of 
Wales and the other is an American whose 
name I shall not mention.” Interviewed bere 
recentiy, she had still more praise for the 
Count.

However that may be, it is recalled in this 
connection that at a farewell drinking bout 
with friends at the Sachers bar in Vienna 
just before sailing for America, he announced 
that he was going to Ameriéa to marry a 
millionairess. On his way, he stopped in 
Paris and filled an engagement as a cabaret 
dancer.

All of you have read-of the discovery of insulin, 
which is. obtained from the pancreatic gland and 
which promises so much as a eure for diabetes. 


The subject of rejuvenation is another that has 
received a lot of advertisement of late. A recent 
moving picture release is being shown in this city 
which has this subject as its main motif. The so- 
called Steinach operation is becoming quite fash- 
lonable. Monkey gland and goat gland treatments 
are subjects which you no doubt hear authoritative- 
lv discussed by your acquaintances, even though 
they probably don’t know what they are talking 
about. 

Some unlucky fellows have even been the victims 
of highway robbery for a gland that they might con- 
tribute for the possible rejuvenation of some patri- 
-arch who wants to have young ideas once more. 

Let us begin by explaining what is meant by a 
ductless gland. There are several glands in our 
body producing secretions for one purpose or an- 
other. Some of these glands have an elaborately 


arranged system of tubes for collecting the secretion. 


and carrying it some place. These tubes are called 


ducts. Other glands have no tubes and are calied ° 


ductiess glands. 

For a long time these glands were a great mystery, 
because no one had any notion what they were for. 
One bit of evidence after another finally led to the 
idea that these glands really did produce a secre- 
tion and that this secretion left the gland by being 
collected by the blood and thus the secretion was 
earried to all parts of the body by the blood cir- 
culation. This kind of a secretion is called an in- 
ternal secretion. 

We now knpw that many even of our glands which 
have a duct system are really glands of a double 
function, producing also an internal secretion. The 
pancreas is such a gland. Situated somewhat below 
and behind the «stomach, it produces one secretion 
which is collected by the duct system and is carried 
to the intestine, where it plays an important part 
in the digestion of our food. Another part of the 
gland produces a different secretion, which is picked 
up by the blood and carried to all parts of the 


It is this internal secretion of the pancreas which 
ceatrols and directs the handling of the carbohy- 
rates in our body, and if anything goes wrong for 
any reagen the result is diabetes. 

Just to make matters more complicated, I will 
tell you that a single gland may even have more 
than one secretion, internal secretion, that is. Such 
& one is the hypophysis, semetimes called the pitui-

tary gland. This gland is located in a special little 
bony pocket in the floor of the skull, about at a 
point where it forms ‘a roof for the throat. I shall 
have more to say about this gland later. 

I should tell you first, perhaps, a little about how 
we find out what these glands are good for. One 
way is by animal experiment. We take the gland 
out or destréy it in some way and see what happens 
to the animal when it trys to get along without any 
gland function. 

The next thing to be found out is what happens 
to an animal when it is subject to the opposite cén- 
dition and is getting too much of the gland’s activ- 
ity. Thig_is: accomplished by feeding some of the 
gland obtained from some other animals, or by 
transplanting the gland, or Dy uomking extracts of 


many of these glands and injecting the extracts into’ 


our experimental animal. 

Another source of information is that obtained 
from human beings who have disease or disorder of 
one or another gland, and following the effect of 
taking out a part of the gland or of supplying more 
of the gland activity by giving medicinal prepara- 
tions of the gland substance. There are several 
other ways of getting information. 

We recognize that when a gland is not normal 
the abnormality may be one of two kinds. Either 
there is too little activity or function of the gland, 
which we call hyposecretion, or there is too much 
which we call hypersecretion. 

With one more bit of introductory explanation 
we will get down to cases and examples. We must 
look on our span of life as divided into at least ¢wo 
periods. There are really more, but we can get 
along with two for this explamation. The first is 
a period of growth and development, and the second 
when we have reached and are no longer 
undergoing growth and development. 

It is obvious that if we have a gland the secfe- 
tion of which normally plays an important part in 
our growth and development, that it will make e 
difference whether that particular gland goes 
before our growth is finished or after. To be more

NE of the darkest mysteries in all the 
lore of ancient Ezypt—how their build- 
ers handled huge blocks of stone which 
wouid present formidable engineering 
probiems even todar—-bas been at least 
partially solved. 

Excavations at Assuan, where mono- 
lithic obelisks were cut from the solid granite and 
where a 137-foort obelisk still ties prone in its trench 
on the hillside. just as it was when the workmen 
abandoned their task. thousands of years ago, have 
revealed many important facrs. 

The Assuan obelisk has not reclined supine and 
useless in its original bed al! these years because 
the Egyptians were unable to handle its estimated 
weight of 1168 tons. They could have handled it, 
as they did many others, and had started their prep- 
arations to do so. when cracks developed in the igm- 
mense stone that rendered it worthless. : 

But what was deubtiess regarded as a fiaseo in 
those far-off times, perhaps involving penalties or 
punishment for the dark-<kinned officials in charge, 
has turned out to be a fortunate affair for inquisi- 
tive later ages. It preserved. and now reveals, much 
information about the work of those early engineers 
not elsewhere available. 

Curiously enough. the Egyptians took thefr great 
construction achievements so much as a matter of 
course that, exc®pt im one imstance, they did not 
trouble to chronicle the methods they used with 
obelisks. At Deir el-Babri is a relief depicting how 
the great monolithic monumegts were, dur‘ng the 
periodical inundations of the Nile, trans- 
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with and employed certain powers of aature not 
known te the present time and its boasted dominance 
over the physical world. But this theory, with its 
savor of magic, is now definitely discarded. 

In modern times, a few of the old obelisks Rave 
been removed from Egypt and set up as curiosities 
in other places, as London and New York. Mostly 
these “souvenir” obelisks hare been comparatively 
smali—not one of them weighed more than 331 tons 
—-yet the handling of each was regarded as an en- 
gineering feat meriting much discussion among lay- 
men and enzipneers. 

How the largest obelisks were cut from the living 
granite, how they were raised from their beds and 
loaded fer transport, has been definitely ascertained 
by Engelbach. Ancient tools which were left behind, 
and marks in the stone of the obelisk and the trench 
walis, have told the story. .

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AN you imagine a dignified former presi- 
dent of the St. Leuis Credit Men's Asso- 
ciation playimg the shell game? You 
cam: it is easy to imacine a thing like 
that, though difficult to believe it. 
But understand, now, you are not being 
asked to imagine this upright citizen 
playing that old-time skin game upon a victim who 
bets the faker he can tell him the particular one of 
the three shells that covers the little Dall or bean. 
No. indeed. 

On a recent Saturday night a writer for the Post- 
Dispatch Sunday Magazine caught Mr. Emanuel! B. 
Helier, a reputable merchant who for two years was 
head of the local credit men’s association, in the very 
act of feolinmg a company of young men by means 
of the shell game. The startling affair took place 
in a second-story room at the American Hotel in St. 
Louis. 

A dozen of unusually bright youmg men were 
deceived by the trick. Not ome of them could guess 
the particular shell under which Mr. Heller was sup- 
posed to have left the ball. As a matter of fact, he 
had not left it under either of the shells; he had 
lifted it amd kept it subtly comcealed somewhere on 
the palm side of his nimble fingers. 

Strange to say, most of these dozen men are mia- 
gicians. They are men who are supposed to know 
tricks. Playing tricks is their peculiar pastime, 
foeling people into the netion that apparent miracles 
are performed daily by persons who call themselves 
magicians. Yet not one of these magicians, two or 
three of whom are semi-professional, was able to 
guess which shell covered the ball. As hinted above, 
neither of the three shells covered it. But these ma- 
gicians all believed that the ball was under one of 
the shells, and each of them im turn picked up a 
certain shell and leeked slightly foolish. [It was 
rather a sharp blow to professional pride, you 
sec.

Perhaps the oldest of all acts of magic is the cups 
and balls trick.

“When I was_a lad this trick was played 
at virtually all county fairs, circuses and other out- 
door gatherings for amusement. It became so wide- 
ly known as a swindle that the fakers almost aban- 
doned it for years, but new it seems to 
be coming back, to be practiced upon a new gen- 
eration.” 

Privately Mr. Heller explained that the chances 
of winning against the operator are as nothing to 
160. The operater has a 100-per-cent advantage be- 
cause the bail is left under either shell. 

“It is simply a matter of the hand being quicker 
than the ere,” said Mr. Heller.

Here 
ix a resume of important parts of the story, which 
is a first-person narrative by John Flint, who be- 
comes Nordenholt’s chief assistant. 


66 HBRE has, of course, been a great 
deal of speculation upon the origin 
of B. diazotans,” states Flint, in his 
account of the Great Famine. “Hart- 
well suggested that it came to us 
from Venus. propelled by ldight-pres- 
sure across the abysses of space.

“Personally, “I believe neither hypothesis. I 
reel sure that I saw the birth of the first B. diazo- 
tana on that night in Wotherspoon’s laboratory, 
under the action of the fireball; and the evidence is 
simple enough.” 

Wotherpsoon, a dabbler in research, was growing 


some ordinary denitrifying bacferia in cultures which | 


lay in flat, uncovered dishes upon a table near the 
window. Flint had gone to Woth®rpseon’s, one eve- 
ning, during an electrical storm which became se- 
vere. 

Suddenly, as the men watched through the win- 
dow, a sphere of light appeared tm the air on the 
other side of the street and, sinking by degrees, came 
slowly toward them and enwred the wiadow. For 
a few moments it hung in the air, spinning with tre- 
mendous velocity on a horizontal axis, then, like a 
great soap bubble, cradually settled upon the table. 

A dull explosion followed. Both men were 
knocked down by the shock and temporarily deaf- 
eged. When they were able to pull themselves to- 
gether, they found the room strewn with wreckage 
of window glass, furniture and electric light bulbs.

[It seems to him that in this effect of an external 
electric charge upon the internal mechanism of an 
organism there is a clew to the origin of these new 
bacteria. An agricultural bacteriologist named Vin- 
cent was the first to identify it as being almost like 
one of the denitrifying group, from which it df- 
fered only in its immense power of multiplication. 

At any rate, the first place of attack by B. diaso- 
tans was in the neighborhood of Wotherspeon’s 
house, and fremr London the bacteria spread out- 
ward tMrough the world, appearing first in Ameri- 
ea, then in Egypt, and everywhere the dates of the 
outbreak fell futo the same succession as the times 
‘ef arrival of the various air services from London. 
Here and there a small extent of ground, usually 
only a few hundred acres. seemed te be immune.

“It will really be lomger than that, for I anticipate 
rather heavy ravages of disease on account of the 
monotony of the diet and the lack of fresh veg- 
etables. That is in the nature of things: and we 
eannot evade it. 

“That, then, is the only alternative. [ft is, as the 
Prime Minister has said, a death sentemce on by 
far the greater part of the people im these islands; 
but I see no way out of the difficulties in which 
we are invoived. It is not we who have passed that 
sentence. Nature has done it: and al! that we can 
achieve is the reseue of a certain number of the vjc- 
tims. With your help I propose to undertake that 
work of rescue.” 

Nordenholt explains that the nitrogen im the soil 
must be replaced, if ever the earth is te bear crops 
agdin, and that nature’s methods are too slow. But 
methods of using the nitrogen of the air were de- 
vised long ago.

Stronger Than Steel 


HE Petrograd Academy of Sci- 

encés announces that Prof. Joffe, 

a Russian scientist, has discov- 

ered a method of making wire 
stronger than steel out of common rock 
2 

His @iscovery came after a series of 
extraordinary experiments in the muta- 
bility of metals by structural chemistry. 
Rock salt, the crystais of whieh nor- 
malty begin to decay at a pressure of 
one ahd one-tenth peunds on 1-€57th of 
an inch, resisted at a test a pressure of 
33¢ 1-2 pounds. . 

Prof. Jaffe discovered that by submit- 
ting the rock salt to high heat pressure 
before the elementary crystals began to 
decay, he arrested the decay by chang- 
ing the structural arrangement of the 
atoms and molecules, and this change 
imcreased the durability and ductabil- 
ity of the substance 300 times. He is 
continuing his experime®ts with other 
metallic substances. 

If Prof. Joffe’s discovery can be ap- 
plied to metals it will revolutionize the 
world. It will mean, according to an 
enthusiastic European correspondent: 


Trains running at 209 miles an hour. 


Turbine steamers that could reach 
Australia from England in 10 days. ~ 

Airplanes so light that they could be 
carried by one man. 

Howitzers and “heavy” artillery that 
could be earried on a motor cycle.

Seientists throughout the world have 
long been engaged on experiments to 
discower why the streneth of ordinary 
engineering metals is only about one- 
hundredth cf what it shoald be if their 
full molecular cohesion were developed 
—in other words, why metals have such 
a low breaking point. 

“Once this is discovered, a new in- 
dustrial era opens up,’ a famous Rus- 
sian scientist is quoted as having said. 
If the breaking point of steel is enor- 
mously increased, it is obvious that less 
will be required to bear the same strain.

ANY of our foods are much 

more easily digested when 

cooked than when raw, provid- 

ed they are cooked hyzgienical- 

ly. Much good food is ruined, however, 

by modern methods of cooking, and if 

were to have our choice between 

oods that are not cooked at all and 

foods that are fried and cooked in con- 

glomerate mixtures and overcooked, we 
would do best to take the raw food. 

In raw food the vitamines are not dis- 
turbed. likewise the tissue salts. As a 
rule there is a destruction of a smal! 
euantity of vitamines in the processes of 
cooking, but in the average wel! selected 
diet there still remains a sufficient 
amount of vitamines. There are some 
foods, such as fruit, milk, nuts and 
many of the vegetables, particularly 
those used for satads, which are quite 
easily digested when not cooked, in fact 
are decidedly better from the food 
standpoint. and should be eaten in the 
raw state.
